WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Psesident 
‘Wilson, ‘it became known today, is s3- 
riously considering breaking another 
precedent by not calling the newly elect- 
ed Senate in extra session on March 5. 
to confirm nominations of Cabinet of- 
ficials. 

The President is understood to be in- 


clined not to convene the Senate unless 
a@ special session of Congress is neces- 
gary. 

No announcement of the President's 
plans was made at the White House, 
but it seemed to be known among the 
President's confidants at the capitol that 
he was considered such a plan, although 
it was said he had not wholly decided 
upon it. 

Cabinet Term Unlimited, 

The President is understood to hold the 
view that his Cabinet officials, appoint- 
ed by him, if reappointed, do not: need 
confirmation; that their term of office is 
unlimited, subject to the will of the 
President himself. 

Administration leaders, have conclind: 
ed, therefore, that all present members 
of .the Cabinet are to be retained and 
that the President will have nothing to 
present to the Senate. 

Senators who learned of the possibility 
that the Seante might not be called _ in 
extra session were greatly surprised, in- 
asmuch as it would be unprécedented. 
It was at once asked what would be- 
come of the Vice President's inaugura- 
tion, inasmuch as he usually takes the 
oath of office before the new Senate.

‘If the special session is not called, 
newly and re-elected Senators, 32 in 


all, will not be sworn in on March >.

He wus active here in training choruses 
and in seeking to improve music in 
churches. At one time he organized a 
chorus of working girls which gave sev- 
eral concerts.

RECORD -FOR SUBMARINE 


Vessel That Torpedoed Ships of 
35,000 Tonnage Sinks 
Three More. 


LONDON, Feb. 20.—The Newfoundland 
fishing schooners Mayola (146 tons) and 
Dorothy (57 tons), have been sunk, 
Lioyds Shipping Agency announced to- 
day. 


Schooner Dorothy Sunk, May Have 
Been New Foundland Vessel. 

LONDON, Feb. 20.—The nationality of 
the schooner Dorothy, reported sunk by 
Lloyd’s Shipping Agency today, was not 
disclosed by that agency. Some of the. 
London newspapers, however, describe 
her as the American schooner of that 


name. 

ST. JOHNS, N. F., Feb. 20.—It is be- 
lieved here that the schooner described 
as Dorothy in a) London dispatch an- 
nouncing she had been sunk, was the 
Newfoundland vessel Rose Dorotheu. 
The latter was returning to this port. 
from Oporto, Portugal, with fishery sa!t. 
She. was formerly owned at Province- 
town, Mass., but a year ago was sold 
to local parties and transferred to Brit- 
ish registry. 

The British fishing schooner Mayola, 
also reported sunk, was proceeding at 
last accounts from St. John’s for Gi- 
braltar with a cargo of dried codfish. 


Three Ships Sunk bs One Submarine, 
Berlin Announces. 
BERLIN, Feb. 16, by wireless to Say- 
ville, Feb. 19.—The Overseas News Agen- 
cy announces that one German subma- 
rine has sunk the British steamer Gra- 
Nina. of 1140 tons, loaded with fruit; the 


1080 tons,. with a cargo of coffee, f 
and the - Swedish sailing ship 
Hugo Hamilton, of 2560 tons, carrying 
saltpeter. 

According to the Overseas Agency, the 
sinking of these three vessels was the 
work of the submarine previously re- 
ported as having sunk in all vessels with 
an aggregate tonnage of 35,000. Her oth- 
er victims were unnamed, but are de- 
scribed as follows: 

“A steamer. loaded with war material 
worth 60,000,000 marks, bound for Egypt; 
a stéamer of tons, with a general 
cargo, for Australia; a sailing ship of 
2000 tons, loaded with corn; a ,3000-ton 
steamer carrying coal to France; a sail- 
ing ship of 2700 tons loaded with salt- 
peter, for Bordeaux; three other steam- 
ers aggregating 9500 tons, and six trawl- 
els of a total tunnage of 900.’’ 

From these vessels 18 prisoners, among 
whom were four captains, were brought 
into a German port. 

“Several submarines operating in the 
North Sea report that they saw no traf- 
fic there,’ reports the Overseas Agency. 


BRYAN DEFENDS HIS WORK 
AGAINST WAR DECLARATION 


Points to~ Treaty Plan Calling for 
Inquiry Into Disputes—<“<Peac> 
Cruise to Washington Planned. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—William J. 

Bryan defends hic “earnest and per- 

sistent opposition to a declaration of 

war” in a statement given out yes- 
terday by the Emergency Peace 

Federation. He discusses peace 

treaties providing for the investiga- 

tion of. disputes before a declaration 
of war and says: 

“As this treaty plan, offered to all 
the world—and the offer never has 
been withdrawn—gives us an honor- 
able means of adjusting a dispute 
arising ovt of unintended injuries 
done by a nation which has indorsed 
the plan. although no treaty has been 
negotiated.” 

He argues the people who indorsed 
his peace treaties at the polls should 
be consulted by*a referendum vote 
before a declaration of war.

AMERICAN FIRMS NOW GET 
CONTRACT FOR U, S. SHELLS 


Once Awarded to Hadficild’s Ltd. of 
England, but Permission to Fill 
Them Was Refused, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. %.—Contracts 
for navy projectiles, which had been let 
to Hadfield’s Ltd., an English concern, 
were yesterday given to the Midvale 
Steel Co., the Washington Steel and 
Ordnance Co. and the Crucible Steel Co. 
Hadfields was prevented by the 
British Government from accepting the 
contract for 4400 projectiles which _ had 
been awarded by the Navy Department 
at a much smaller price per shell and 
with vise: delivery than American of- 

fers. 

Award of the contracts to the three] 
American firms terminates a contro- 
versy between the navy and American 
munition makers. Representatives of 
the companies and department officials 
reached an agreement on a flat price of 
$500 a shell. That is an increase over 
the price on similar orders in previous 
years, but aggregates $447,500 less than 
the former total bid. 

Contracts awarded the three Amer'i- 
can firms aggregate 14,200 14-inch armor 
piercing shells. The companies guaran- 
teed delivery in reduced time. The Mid- 
vale company will make 5000 shells, the 
Crucible 5000 and the Washington com- 
pany 4200.

The police finally relieved the conges- | 
tion by ordering. the crowds to use one 
stairway for ascending and the other for 
descending. Thousands of free tickets 
for the opening night had been distrib- 
uted, and everybody who had a ticket 
tried to get in. 

When the doors of elevators - were 
opened. scores would crowd in, overload- 
ing the elevators. Neither operators, 
efficials of the show nor policemen 
were able to’get the crowds off the 
elevators. The only thing that could 
be done was to discontinue elevator 
service at intervals. 

The show, as a spectacle, is unusually 
All exhibitors have one car 
of all their newest models. The value 
of single exhibits, in many instances, 
wuns from $30,000 to $50,000. Six floors 
are filled with the exhibits.

Some of 
the exhibitors made an effort to ducc- 
rate their space, but the effect was lost 
last night in the great crowds of people 
on every floer, 

The crowd last night was not a buy- 
the one, but a sight-seeing cdowd. How- 
ever, seVeral dealers reported that they 
had been selling cars all day Mondav 
from their exhibits on the floor, to be 
delivered at the close of the show. The 
duyers are expected tonight, and the 
other nights during the week. . 

The shdOwrooms are well lighted. 
While caci-floor is eqtiivalent in size 
fo a quarter of a block of ground, the 
big Overland building was too small to 
accommodate the thousands of people 
who jammed themselves into it last 
night. 

The show itself, from the standpoint 
of all that is artistic and practical in 
the automobile field, was a striking suc- 
cess. The show is given under the direc- 
tion of the manufacturers, in co-opera- 
tion with local dealers, instead of en- 
tirely by the local dealers as heretofore 
{n St. Louis. 

Making Round of Circuit. 

The cars exhibited here are making 
the rounds of a‘circuit of shows, and al- 
ready have been exhibited in New York 
and Chicago.

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KRUCKER TO GIVE 
PEASONS WHY HE 
KILLED HIS WIFE 


St. Joseph Slayer Promises to 
Talk When He_ Regains 
Strength, After His Wound. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Feb. 20.—John E. 
Krucker, who shot and killea his di- 
vorced wife at her father’s home Sun- 


day, says he will make a full statement 
of facts about the shooting as soon as 
he is strong enough to talk. He is ina 
hospital recovering from a self-inflict- 
ed bullet wound. 

Margaret Krucker, 8 years old, the 
daughter, who saw Krucker fire the 
shot, will be questioned further regard- 
ing her statement of yesterday that Mrs. 
Krucker was killed after she refused to 
kiss her former husband. 

A Coroner’s jury yesterday returned 
a verdict that Mrs. Krucker had been 
killed presumably by her divorced hus- 
band. The name of Oscar D. McDaniel, 
former Prosecuting Attorney, + was 
brought into the case at the inquest 
through the testimony of Mrs. Gertrude 
Sommer, sister-in-law of Mrs. Krucker. 
She denied Mrs. Krucker secretly had 
married McDaniel, who recently was 
acquitted of the charge of having mur- 
dered his wife. 

“T talked with her about it as late as 
yesterday,’ she _ testified: ‘‘Dagmar 
said, ‘Honest, no, Gertrude, I am not 
married’.’’ 

Child Tells Her Story. 
Margaret Krucker was on a bed ill and 
playing with a doll in the room in which 
Mrs. Krucker was killed. 

‘‘Were your mother and father quar- 
reling when your father shot her?’ she 
was asked yesterday by Dr. John W. 
McGill, the father’s attending physician. 

‘‘Yes,’’ she replied, ° 

‘And what did they quarrel! about”’’ 

‘Papa asked for a kiss and she 
wouldn’t give it to him,’’ the little girt 
said simply. 

It was announced that the bullet that 
caused the wound in Krucker’s head 
did not penetrate the brain, as had beer 
thought. 


Questioning of Krucker Forbidden. 

Orders have been issued at the hos- 
pital not to permit anyone to intervie 
Krucker, Lawrence Bothwell, 
ing attorney, said. 

‘This order will include Oscar D. Me 
Daniel, former attorney for Krucker, ' 
Bothwell said. ‘‘No attorney has bee: 
employed so far by Krucker. If it is 
established that McDaniel is Krucker’'s 
attorney in the present case, he will be 
permitted to visit Krucker the same as 
any other attorney would.’’ 

McDaniel was Krucker’s attorney in @ 
civil suit in which claim for damages 
was made against the city, and in the 
divorce proceedings when Mrs. Krucke) 
obtained a decree July 14 Jast.

CAREER IN ARMY 


Gen. Otis Described Him as Of- 
ficer Who Would Rather 
Fight Than Eat. 


BEGAN AS A VOLUNTEER 
Little Man Physically, but He 


Was Hero of Many Daring 
Exploits. 


army and he’d rather fight 
than eat,” said Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Otis when someone asked him if Col. 
Frederick Funston of the Twentieth 
Kansas Volunteers, Army of the Philip- 
pines, could fight. Chiefs of staff have 
remembered that estimate whenever in 
the last 16 years there has been anything 
for the United States army to do. 

The man whose youth was ecmbiit- 
tered because he failed to obtain an ap- 
pointment to West Point rose from the 
volunteer ranks to a Major-Generalship 
because of the fighting spirit that was 
in him. 

Few army men in modern times have 
had so picturesque a career as “Fight- 
ing Fred," the name by which he was 
known everywhere, but his services in 
the Philippines, crowned with the cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo, the Filipino chief, 
stands out as his most spectacular ac- 
complishment. His own story-of it was 
a masterpiece of simplicity. 


How Filipino Chief Was Taken. 


He learned ‘that Aguinaldo, in hiding 
at Palanan, expected reinforcemenis 
and he decided to supply them. He put 
captured insurgent uniforms on four 
Tagalos and 78 Maccabebe scouts, all 
of whom could speak Tagalo, and ,lac- 
ing an ex-insurgent in nominal com- 
mand he set out with them for Aguit1l- 
do’s camp. His story says: 

“On Oct. 24, 1900, while scouting in the 
vicinity of Gapan, Nueva Ecija, I had 
surprised the insurgent chief, Lacuna, 
in his camp and had captured, among 
other things, some writing paper ‘which 
bore his headquarters seal. On this pa- 
per two letters were written to Agui- 
naldo over the carefully forged signa- 
ture of Lacuna. 

‘One of these letters was dated Feb. 
24, 1901, at Bulac, a place in the moun- 
tains east of Panaria. In it Lacuna a:-- 
knowledged the receipt of Aguinaldos 
letters of Jan. 13 and 14, and thanked 
him for the confirmation of his (La- 
cuna’s) appcintment as Brigadier-Gcn- 
eral made some time previously by Ale- 
jandrino.

“Another letter, supposedly written 
from the same place, but dated Feb. 23, 
was prepared, stating that the writer 
had received a communication ordering 
him to send one of his best companie:, 
under a reliable chief, to Emillo Agui- 
naldo, in Isabela. 

Puts Piacido in Charge. 

“In accordance with these orders. he 
marched this force, under Lieut. Hilario 
Placido. The latter, he stated, had begn 
captured by the Americans a year ago 
and, after his release, he had lived in 
Jaen, but recently had taken to the field 
again when ordered to do so by Lacuma. 
This was included in the letter for fear 
that Aguinaldo might have heard that 
Plaido had been captured by the 
Americans and had taken the oath cf 
allegiance. The letter also stated that 
Aguinaldo’s courier, Cecillio Sagismun- 
do, was with Lacuna and would accom- 
pany the column. These two letters 
were dictated by me, but were written 
by Segovia. We were in possession of 
a number of samples of Lacuna’s sig- 
nature and had previously succeeded in 
executing a very neat forgery of his 
autograph at the end of each one of the 
two sheets.”’ 


Here Funston tells how within eight 
miles of the camp his tood supply was 
exhausted and his men were so weak 
they could go no further. Word was 
sent to the Filipino chief that if he 
wanted his reinforcements he must 
send aid. Aguinaldo did, and then drew 
up his bodyguard of 50 men to receive 
the newcomers. 


‘Story of the Capture. 

Of the actual capture, Gen. Funston 
says: 

“The Maccabebes started up into the 
town and we heard a few shots, fol- 
lowed by scattered firing. We hastily 
crossed the river, and running up on the 
town, found the the Maccabebes were 
somewhat demoralized and firing wildly 
in every direction. They were gotten 
under control with: some difficulty. 
Aguinaldo’s guard of about 50 armed ana 
neatly uniformed men, had been drawa 
up to receive the re-enforcements, and 
on being fired into broke and ran, a few 
of them returning the fire as they re- 
treated. Aguihaldo, with his officers, 
had awaited in his quarters. Placido and

cans. At this juncture the Americans | in 
arrived on the scene and gave their at- 
tention tc getti:.g the Maccabates under 
control and protecting the prisoners 
for them, One Maccabebe was sightly 
wounded by a gunshot wound in the 
forehead.”’ 

Hardly less spectacular was his call- 
ing for volunteers to cross the Marilao 
river in the face of heavy firing. Picking 
only 20 of those who responded, he 
plunged into the river, Swam «across 
while bullets were striking all around 
him, and the first to scramble up the op- 
posite bank, set upon the insurgents 
with such fury that they took to ‘light. 

He Was Native of Ohte. 

Gen. Funston was born at New Car. 
lisle, O., and went to Kansas with his 
parents when he was 2 years old. Fail- 
ing in a competitive examination to ob- 
tain a West Point designation, he went 
to the State University. Already he 
had made his first trip into Mexico 
and learned something of the language. 
He became in turn a newspaper re- 
porter, a surveyor, a mining prospector, 
Government agent in the Death Val- 
ley of California and in Alaska, a ticket 
collector on the Santa Fe Railroad and 
a Cuban filibuster. While in the Death 
Valley and in Alaska he achieved fame 
for his daring exploivs in collecting bo- 
tanical specimens for Smithsonian In-

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REFERENDUM ON 
PRISON MEASURE 


Senator Taylor, Ally of Sam B. 
Cook, Objects to ‘Proposed 
Reforms in Bill. 


By a Stuff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispateh. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2.—The 
House today passed the penitentiary 
bill, including the emendment providing 
for a printing plant to publish State 
documents and court reports. 

This amendment, which is opposed by 
union labor, is not included in the Sen- 
ate’s prison bill, which was ordered 
to engrossment, and the Senate is ex- 
pected to let the House bill die on its 


calendar, and send its own bill to the 
House for passage. 

_A threat to prevent the prison reform 
bill from becoming effective for. more 
than two years was ma in the Ser- 
ate late vesterday afternoon by Senator 
‘John D. Taylor of Keytesville, who 
has been aiding Senator Sam B. Cook 
of Jefferson City in an effort to per- 
petuate the contract labor system in 
the prison. 

At the conclusion of a speech on 
an amendment, which in the opinion 
of the authors of the bill would have 
defeated its purpose, Senator Taylor 
exclaimed: “If this bill goes through 
in its present form, I promise you [| 
will prevent it from becoming effec- 
tive for two years by submitting it 
to a vote of the people under the 
referendum, I swear I will do that, 
if I have to mortgage my home.”

He a!- 
ways has opposed abolishing’ the con- 
tract labor system at the prison, and 
frequently has expressed himself as op- 
posed to the reforms the anthors of the 
bill advocate. In his talk in the Senate 
yesterday he referred to these reforms 
us “crazy things,”’ and to the authors of 
the bill as “‘sentimentalists who haven't 
a bit of common sense.’’ 

Cook at the beginning of the Legisla.. 
ture prepared a bill extending the con- 
tract system and increasing the prite 
paid by contractors for convicts from 75 
cents to $l a day. He did not introduce 
the bill himself, but handed it to Sena- 
tor Taylor. 

Opponents of prison reform, and the 
financially interested private contractors 
who are fighting to retain their highly 
profitable business became convinced 
several weeks ago that it would be im- 
possible to obtain the passage of any 
measure to continue the contract system. 
and turned their attention to efforts to 
make the bill ineffective. Their first 
idea was to amend it to place the con- 
trol of the penitentiary in the hands of 
the present board of prison insnectors. 
consisting of Attorney-General McAliis- 
ter, urer Middlekamp and.Auditor 
Hackmann, who do not have time from 
their other duties to give the prison at- 
tention, experience has shown. 

New Amendment by Taylor. 

Such an amendment would have left 
the prison entirely in the hands of the 
Warden, a situation which existed dur- 
ing the four years of the Major admin- 
istration and which led to an autocratic 
management by Warden McClung.

‘The leader was Mrs. Ida Harris, pres- 
ident of the Mothers’ Vigilant League.

‘We are starving,”’ Mrs. Har- 
ris told the Mayor’s bodyguard. ‘‘We 
demand help from the Mayor. We will 
not be responsible for what happens if 
we don’t get it.’’ 

City authorities today renewed effcrts 
to curb the rising cost of food, after 
riots yesterday in three places in the 
tenement districts. Joseph Hartigan, a 
Commissioner of Weights and Measures, 
appealed to State officials throughout 
the country to aid in getting food to New 
York. An unprecedented jump in prices, 
particularly of potatoes and onions, 
was ascribed to short crops, heavy de- 
mand, speculation and railway conges- 
tion, . 

Housewives in the lower east side of 
Manhattan and the Williamsburg and 
Brownsville districts of Brooklyn were 
indignant when peddlers quoted pota- 
toes from 56 to 7 cents a pound and 
onions from 16 to 18 cents. The police 
estimated that 1000 women took part in 
the riot in Brownsville. Push carts 
were overturned and set afire and veg- 
etables were doused with kerosene. 

Manhattan push-cart men called a 
mass meeting last night and explained 
to customers that onions were costing 
them as high as 15 cents a bag and po- 
tatoes $10 a barrel. Dealers said that 
within a year the wholesale prices of 
potatoes had risen from $3.25 to $9 for

In addition to our forces, troops furnished by 
England, France, Russia‘and Japan, now -im- 
pportant members of the entente alliance, made 
up the command of 18,000 men that began the 
march in June. German troops joined the col- 
umn later and in August Count Waldersee, Ger- 
man Chief of Staff, became the joint commander. 
Various fantastic proposals made after the cap- 
ture of the Forbidden City showed that the mo- 
tives of all the participants in the allied move- 
mént had not been the same. ‘We gave co-op-' 
eration of acknowledged efficiency and helpful- 
ness in the military operations, but we steadfast- 
ly refused to have any part in the unworthy in- 
trigues over peace conditions. We could not 
prevent an exorbitant indemnity being. imposed, 
but we returned the greater part of the sum as- 
signed to us as our share. Our course was a 
consistent influence for moderation in the di- 
vision of the spoils. 
A conception of a march against Peking on a 
huge scale might be accepted as a guide in any 
serious business we undertake against Germany, 
avoiding, of course, some of the excesses that 
marked the original march. Directed with the 
same integrity of purpose, we could give our sup- 
port to the vindication of the great principle 
without abandonment of our historic internation- 
al position or risk of troublesome entanglements 
after the war. 
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THREE CALLAWAY ABSURDITIES. 
Congressman Callaway of Texas is of the 
opinion that it would be eggardly for the United 
States to declare war upon Germany, “now or at 
any other time, on any pretext whatever.” The 
Congressman is also of the opinion that the met- 
ropolitan mewspapers of the country are leagued 
together te force the United States into a Eu- 
ropeah war. He further believes that the muni- 
tions makers of the country have formed a cabal 
to control the press. 

Inasmuch as the first opinion is assailable from 
every viewpoint of common sense and logic; in- 
asmuch as the second is based upon evidence 
which the Congressman admits is only hearsay, 
of which he has personally found not the slight- 
est proof; inasmuch as he has failed to act, al- 
though offered every opportunity and incentive 
to disclose: proofs of the third one, it is pretty 
hard to take Mr. Callaway seriously.

The pacifists and those who hold to poli- 
tics of nonresistance have failed as I had 
failed to understand and to evaluate thdt qual- 
ity in the human race which makes men wil- 
ling to-risk their all for an ideal. Men worthy > 
of the name will fight even for a “scrap of 
paper’ when that paper represents ideals of 
human justice and freedom, The man who 
would not fight for such a scrap of paper is 
a& poor craven who dares not absert his rights 
against the opposition and the demands of 
others. 

The majority of our citizens no longer live 
in the open, and they show in their physical 
development the effect of the restricted life 
of the city.’ They have not the physical 
strength or endurance that would fit .them 
without further preparation to be called*into 
service in a citizens’ army.- Since opportuni- 
ties for physical training are not freely and 
readily available to.all, some definite nation- 
al policy must be devised for physical train- 
ing and physical preparedness of all citizens. 
‘Such a training could be readily given through | 
our public school system and other auxiliary 
agencies. The chief problem is that train- 
ing of this nature should be in furtherance of 
broad, general usefulness and ideals and not 
be specialized or dominated by the purpose 
of militarism. Physical training must fit citi- 
zens for industry; for commerce, for service 
in the work of the nation, as well as for serv- 
ice in defense of the nation.

But 
during the Great War the Supreme value 
of women has lain in the fact that they 
constitute a vast, competent and loyal 
industrial reserve. They have shown 
themselves able to carry on practically 
all of the peaceful occupations of men, 
thus setting free the latter for the bat- 
tle field. ! | 


For example, it is estimated that in 
England 3,219,000 women are doing men’s 
work at™home so that men may fight. 
Thousands of these women have never 
done work of any sort before, have nor 
even worked in their own homes, since 
in England the woman in moderate cir- 
cumstances usually has kept. two or 
three servants’ During the first two 
years of the war the increase in women 
workers, exclusive of purely feminine 
occupations, was 866,000. Of these, 766,- 
000 directly replaced male labor—an in- 
dustrial brigade of more than three- 
quarters of a million women. 

Arsenals, dockyards, breweries, farms 
factories and railroads have greedily ab- 
sorbed the English women workers since 
the beginning of the war in August, 1914. 
The munition plants have been largel: 
“manned” by women, of whom not a 
few have lost their lives in explosions 
and other accidents. 

It is calculated that the number of 
women employed in railway work has 
increased more than 200 per cent. There 
are women ticket collectors, porters, 
engine cleaners and. work-shop jabar- 
ers. In some cities women are .being 
utilized as street car operators and bus 
drivers, ; : 


In the building trade the number uf 
women workers was almost doubled in 
the first 21 weeks of war, having been 
lifted from 7000 to 13,400.’ Even the coal 
mines were able to increase their fe- 
male employes from. 7000 to 9200, and an 
addition was nrade to the women who 
were alreacy working in the quarries. 
The women workers 1n the hosiery trade 
increased by many thousands, and at 
least one large British employer has -%3 
women to one man in his plant. In the 
poot trade women are meeting with 
great success.

This is the tribute paid to the femi- 
nine patriots of Great Britain by Wa.- 
ter Runciman, president of the Board 
of Trade: ‘‘Women are performing every 
kind of werk which is not too heavy 
for their strength. In one firm they 
are making electric motors. In another 
they are doing all the work in manu- 
facturing two-inch howitzer shells, in- 
cluding the testing of them. And they 
are doing many other kinds of work re- 
quiring the employment of machinery 
and calling for great skill.” 


What to Do When the 


Is Absent 
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F you are a student of singing, or a 
full-fledged vocal musician, or 
you sing just enoigh, ef you say, 
to amuse yourself and your friends, but 
have to be separated from your piano 
occasionally, did you ever try substitut- 
ing a tuning fork for it? If a student 
settles down in a hall bedroom for a 
time, there really is not room there, 
as a rule, for a piano. And when one 
hires a piano for certain hours only. 
in another place, one is sure to long for 
it when someone else is using it. A 
tuning fork, however, is contented with 
little space and one need not share it 
with any other student unless one rea!- 
ly wishes to. So why not practice with 
a tuning fork? : 

Pianos, as everyone Knows, differ 
greatly, while the tuning fork reta’::s 
its accuracy. Mme. Barrientos, color- 
atura soprano of the Metropolitan Opern 
in New York, carries one with her whcr- 
ever she goes. Other people may carry 
dogs or dolls with them, but give her a 
tuning fork for her constant companicn, 
she laughs. 

“T find the tuning fork the best instru- 
ment with which to pitch my voice,’”’ she 
says, explaining why she carries that 
implement with her always. “I reality 
prefer it to the piano, and it is a sur- 
prise to me that it is not in greater gen- 
eral use in America. Pianos and other 
instruments are tuned by an absolutel, 
accurate tuning fork, so why not the 
human voice? The average sinzer 
pitches her voice by an instrument that 
has been brought to the same tone as 
the tuning fork. I cannot see why ,t 
should be an unusual thing to pitch 
one’s voice directly by the tuning wo1'- 
rather than by the medium of a second 
instrument. 

*‘Moreover, there is a certain warm 
color to the tones given forth by the 
tuning fork that cannot be obtaine 
from either the violin or the piano 
strings, and I think it especially wel} 
adapted as a guide to the human voica. 
I, carry mine with me wherever I yo», 
to the opera, upon the concert staye 
even shopping! I cannot think of anv- 
thing more convenient or valuable to 
the young student of singing, partici-
